There will 
be no recruitment to the Telegraph Traffic Service, Class 
n. on the result of this examination. The following parti- 
culars relating to the Telegraph Engineering Service, 
Class I, are given below : —

(a) obtained a degree in Engineering from a Univer- 
sity incorporated by an Act of the Central or of 
a Part A or Part B State Legislature in India; or 

(b) passed Sections A and B of the Associate Member- 
ship examination of the Institution of Engineers 
(India) or have any other educational qualifica- 
tions recognised by that Institution as exempting 
from passing these Sections; or 

(c) obtained an Engineering degree of one of the 
Universities mentioned in Appendix I to the 
Compendium of the Rules under the conditions 
prescribed in that Appendix; or 

(d) passed the Honours Diploma Examination in Civil. 
Mechanical or Electrical Engineering of the 
Loughborough College, Leicestershire provided 
the candidate has passed the common preliminary 
examination or has been exempted therefrom; or 

(e) obtained the B.E. (Tele-communications) degree 
awarded by an Indian University.
